Various Insurance Schemes have been discussed Miss 
Plumptrc informed us that she had been advised on good 
authonty not to insure herself in the “ Sun Life Insurance.’’ as 
some Canadian and foreign Insurance Societies could not offer 
the same guarantee as British Societies. A plan has been drawn 
up by which to interest students in, and put them into touch 
with insurance. 

At the first meeting it was resolved to consult Miss Parish 
on this matter. This has been done and Miss Parish herself 
wishes to speak to the students about Insuiance and distribute 
the leaflets. The plan therefore now stands thus : — 

Every Autumn the Sub-Committee is
